NEW YORK, July 7.—The work. of 
recruiting men to fill up the regiments 
in the Philippines t6 the maximum of] 
128 men to a company, is going on in 
New York, the main station in this 
city and this part of the country. be- 
ing at Third avenué and Ninth street, 
and in charge of Maj. Whitney, who 
has been detailed from the Sixth In- 
fantry for this service. All recruits 
from stations roundabout, such as 
Providence, Bridgeport, Danville and 
like places, come to this main station 

for their equipment, except arms. 
. Jt is estimated that the quota re- 
quired is being filled at. the rate of 
from 1000 to 1200 a week. Were is not 
for the extremely rigid physical examit- 
nation ‘enforced by the War Depart- 
ment it would be possible to do the 
work much more rapfdly, but the au- 
thorittes at Washington, on account of 
| the climatic and other conditions which 
lled upon. to 
face, insist on the ph ition physical 
requirements being filled to the letter. 
As an instance, at thia main station 
about eighteen men a day are being 
enlisted,: but with modifications in the 
physical requirements this number 

could be easily increased to thirty. 
Thursday a company of sixty was 
sent to San Francisco to be forwarded 
‘to Manila, and from now on men will 
be sent forward as rapidly as possible.

Miss Moffett 
looked despondent and nervous. All 
she was willing to say about herself 
was that she was from Philadelphia, 
an orphan, and a student of singing. 

One afternoon the landlady went up 
to the room occupied by the American 
girl. She found her weeping. On 
the table was a picture of Leoncavallo,’ 
the famous composer of “Il Pagliacci,” 
and other operas. The girl said she 
had met the musician = socially in 
Paris, and had been violently in love 
Yesterday she 
again remained in her room without 
even opening the door to the maid 
who brought her meals. Toward night- 
fall Miss Moffett was found sitting 
before a table with her arms and head 
resting on. it. She was unconscious. 
A small bottle of poison, half-full, was 
on a chair within reach. Miss Moffett 
died within half an hour. 

Leoncavallo a 
telegram of. inquiry by Wiring back: 
“Never heard of such a girl.” 

‘And yet, several portraits of Leon- 
cavallo were-on Miss Moffett’s table. 
On one the following was written “in 
pencil: “This is just the way your 
eyes looked down at me when we first 
met. in Paris, dear heart.’’

Chief Line Repairer Tells of Com@ie 
tions in Flooded Districts,

ST.. LOUIS, July 7.—A special te the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch from Daltagy 
Tex., says M. B. Wyrick, chief of the 
line répairers of the Postal gervice, who 
was sent out from Dallas on Wednes- 
day to Sealey, reported to headquar- 
ters at lh o’clock today. He had to 
pick his way from Smithville to Sealey, 
sixty-alx miles, om railroad construc- 
tion trains which could not travel faster 
than five. miles an hour.

CLOUDBURST DID IT. 


Washed Ont the Track That Caused 


the Burlington Train-wreck. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) July 7.—Fire- 
man Joseph Welty of St. Joseph was 
killed and twenty passengers were 
slightly injured in a wreck on the 
Burlington road ‘half a mile from Wall

The wrecked train, at the time of 

the accident, was - running about

» burst had washed out a considerable 
piece of track, a few minutes before, 
and within ten minutes the water rose 
three feet on the level. A _ terrific 
Wind was blowing. The engine passed 
over the culvert without leaving the 
rails. The mail car turned over on 
its side and washed twenty feet from 
the track. For fifteen minutes’. the 
scene was a veritable whirlpool. The 
baggage car was overthrown and car- 
ried thirty feet from the track. The 
first coach was thrown on its side, and 
the sleeper containing seventeen pas- 
Sengers was also overturned. Fortu- 
nately, all passengers were soon gotten 
on dry land. 

The engineer remained on his seat 
and was. not hurt. Fireman Welty 
jumped to save himself. His body was 
found on top of driftwood against the 
floor of the overturned mail car. The 
passengers were shaken up and some 
traveling men slightly injured. A.} 
J. Davis, a traveling man for a Phila- 
delphia house, had a foot crushed. He 
was the only one not able to walk 
after the accident. No one received 
broken bones. The water disappeared 
almost as quickly as it had risen.

FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT. | 


CAPT. DICKENS’ WIFE KILLED BY 
_ EXPLOSION IN HER HOME, 


While Using Gasoline to Clean a 
Rug Plumbers Descended from 
the Roof Carrying a Lighted 
Fire Pot—Affecting Scenes, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Fire and 
explosion in the residence of Capt. 
Dickens of the United States navy, at 
10:45 o’clock this morning, resulted in 
the death of Mrs. Dickens, who was 
fearfully burned, and who died before 
medical assistance could reach - her. 
Other persons about the house were | 
Severely, but not dangerously, wounded: | 

The Dickens residence is a hand- 
some three-story brick building on 
Nineteenth street, directly back of: the 
British embassy, and within a. few 
steps Dupont Circle. The finest tn-. 
timati of the fire was a low rombie’ 
followed by several violent: . 
which blew out the! entire hie 
front of the residence.. The fiternen 
made their way to the third story, and 
tne littering the front 

, they found t 
lng e blackened corpse 
rom the details of the accide 

learned from those who were in’ te 
house at the time, it appears that 
Joseph Vaughan, a plumber, and- his 
assistant, were putting on a gutter at 
the rear of the roof, | Having com- 
pleted the job, they descended the lad- 
der to the third story. The plumber’s 
assistant carried a lighted melting 
pot. Vaughan detected the strong 
fumes of gasoline, and through the 
open door to the front room, caught 
a glimpse of a woman sprinkling 
liquid on the floor, with the evident 
purpose of preparing to cleanse it. He 
fave warning to his partner that gaso- 
line was being used, and that there 
was danger from the fire pot, but at 
that instant, a terrific explosion oc- 
curred, literally enveloping the entire 
third story in a mass of flamés. Those 
Outside the building say there were 
successive explosions, and that the last 
ones were so Sharp and violent that 
they must have come from souvenir 
cartridges or other explosives. 

Mrs. Dickens’s death was undoubt- 
edly caused by the explosion, and it 
is not believed she suffered any from 


the flames which — succeeded. The 
Frescuers were led to the’ spot by 
Plumber Vaughan, who was himself

burned about the face and arms. He 
received these burns in an heroic ef- 
fort ta rescue Mrs. Dickens. He and 
his assistant had entered the room in 
which Mrs. Dickens sat cleaning some 
tugs when the explosion happened. 
The two men were thrown down by 
the explosion. Vaughan séized Mrs. . 
Dickens and attempted to drag her 
from the room. The flames were, 
however, sa fierce that he was com- 
pelled to drop her and flee for his own 
safety. He thinks she was-then ‘dead. 

The explosion was of such force that 
it rent the stone steps in front of the 
house. The plumbers say, that -consid-: 
erable quantities of thé gasoline had 
epeerently been spilled upon: ‘the 


© most sorrowful scene occurred 
in*gonnection with the recovery and 
identification of Mrs. Dickens's body. 
the midst of the great t.excite- 
ment, the first report was that- the 
blackened body in the upp€P?’ story 
was the wife of a. distinguished’ -ad- 
miral of the navy, Hew summoned 
from his home near by, ant ‘not only 
detected the mistake, but ‘also gave 
the first definite information that Mrs.

Endeavorers at Detroit Can Neither

DETROIT (Mich.,) July 7. — The 
mooted question of the number of peo- 
ple brought into Detroit by the Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention cropped out 
at the outset of tonight’s meeting in 
Tent Endeavor when Secretary. Barr 
took occasion to publicly criticise the 
Detroit newspapers for stating that 
the influx of delegates from other 
States was not nearly as great as had 
been anticipated in the local commit- 
tees’ estimate. Bishop B. Warren, col- 
sided over the Tent Endeavor 
m ng. 

The devotional exercises were led by 
R. R. Patterson of San Francisco, the 
moments of mediation and prayer by 
Rev. George E. Soper of St. Paul. The 
address of the evening was by Rev. 
John Henry Barrows, of Oberlin Col- 
lege, on the “Supreme Value of Higher 
Education.” During its delivery, the 
rain again descended, increasing until 
the noise on the roof almost drowned 
the sound of Dr.. Barrows’s voice, and 
he. was compelled to desist. At length 
the rain ceased long enough to allow Dr. 
Barrows to proceed. Among other 
things, Dr. Barrows said: 
“The Christian college cannot be un- 
derstood without undersatnding its 
acter, to shape the will and the life, 
as well as to sharpen the intellecsyal 
faculties of the students. ‘Education,’ 
as Herbert Spencer has said, ‘is to pre- 
pare us for complete living.’ Man be- 
ing the kind of person he is, needs right 
ideals and something better besides. 


forces which help him to fasten his 
affections on right ideals. The purpose 
determines the quality .of an action, 
and also, in a measure, the results of 
it. If religion is something worth 
while in education, we ought to be 
willing to declare it, to announce it 
in every wise way. Through the life 
which the student lives there should 
ever run the golden thread which leads 
to God.- The aim of the Christian col- 
lege is not reached by turning out 
students who are merely believers in 
Christianity, who consent calmly and 
indifferently to its creed. It aims to 
fill its students with the spirit of St. 
Paul, to make them alive in the service 
of Christ, and to fire them with the 
enthusiasm of humanity. It purposes 


knowledge. of that Book which. more 
than afiy other has kindled the tmagi- 
nation and thé moral 
mankingd,;-~ . 
“There are’ special reasons today 
which show that the part taken by the 
Christian college in our natianal life 
is grownig important and. strategic. 
America, already the richest of na- 
tions, is to become fiar richer. The 
number of wealthy will be increased, . 
and millions will have most of the 
comforts and even luxuries which the 
very rich now enjoy. The tendency of 
opulence is to enervate. Christian char- 
acter needs to. be hardened and forti- 
fied against luxury. And a manhood 
‘that can stand money’ is what the 
Christian college aims’to produce, and 
what Oberlin College has produced in 
the few men of her graduates who have 
given their lives successfully to the 
getting of great fortunes. 

“On every side “of us we hear the 
loud demand for educated men who are 
fitted to the world’s present work. 
Character comes from character; and 
nothing in the way of culture or ma- 
chinery or wealth,can take the place 
of Christianized personality. The 
households need them. Our churches 
need them. Asacharacter-buildinginsti- 
tution the Christian college holds an 
unrivalled place. Some studies, as al- 
ready intimated, are difficult, but the 
forming of character is both the most 
difficult and the most. important task 
given to the Christian teacher. It 1s 
the most difficult, for ‘it is a far harder 
task to form a single moral virtue than 
to become a philosopher.’» Virtue is 
the habit of doing good; and habits 
grow with us longer and more potenti- 
ally than the knowledge:of the facts 
of science and history. 

‘What men need is not only truth, 
but an inclination to obey the truth. 
And a code of morality, however pure 
and perfect, has no more motive power 
in it to make a man obey it, than 
the knowledge of geography has to 
make a man travel around the world. 
A college tnaining that does. not-amould 
right character, that leads to dilettant- 
ism and selfish refinement and exclu- 
siveness, like those of the later Roman 
empire, or of the brilliant era of the 
Italian renaissance, does not meet 
the -requirements of true education.

Columbus Democrats Feast—Bryan 
also Talked. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (O.,) July 7.—About 1000 
people visited the dollar dinner given 
by the Young Men’s Democratic Club 
of Columbus in the Auditorium tonight. 
It was the largest banquet which the 
local Democracy has had since that 
given in honor of the seventy-seventh 
birthday of the late Judge Allen G. 
Thurman, in the same hall ten years 
ago. The affair was strictly Demo- 
cratic in its simplicity, all classes being 
represented. There were also a large 
number of ladies in the assemblage. 
The chief guest was Col. William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 

When Col. Bryan was introduced 
there was another outburst of applause 
that continued for several minutes. 
When quiet had been restored, Col. 
Bryan launched upon a discussion of 
the issues of the day in response to the 
toast ‘“‘Democracy.” Col. Bryan in- 
sisted that there must be a firm posi- 
tion taken in 1900. He spoke also of 
the trust question, declaring that the 
trusts must be taken in hand by the 
Federal government, and recalled a re- 
cent statement of Atty.-Gen. Griggs to 
the effect that “If anything is done to. 
control the trusts it must be done by. 
the States.” 

Bryan maintained that the Presi- 
dent, through his Attorney-General, 
could enforce the law now in existence, 
but he declared that the Republican 
party had mortgaged itself to the trusts 
to obtain money to carry on the last 
election, and said when the methods 
employed in that election were under- 
stood, “no one can wonder that the 
Attorney-General is undisturbed by the 
watering of stock, the discharge of 
traveling men and-the extortion prac- 
ticed on the consumer.” 

Bryan deplored:the taking of life in 
the Philippines, and insisted that the 
people of those islands should be given 
the same freedom as had been promised 
to the Cubans. 

The last speaker was Hon. George 
Fred Williams of Massachusetts, his 
toast being “The Eastern Democrats.” 
The boom for Williams as a candidate 
for Vice-President in 1900, launched by 
Hon. C. T. Callahan in his speech, 
created a stir among the Ohio poll- 
ticians, who have been hoping that 
this honor would be landed by Onto.

The decision to appoint 
colonels and lieutenant-colonels of the 
volunteer regiments from among the 
regular army officers Who served dur- 
ing the Spanish war, and the volun- 
teer officers from among those 
served in the volunteer 
army with credited or distinction 
was heartily approved by the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. The records of 
the volunteer officers are to be care- 
fully looked to in the selection of offi- 
the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel. 

Atty.-Gen. Griggs has been examin- 
ing the question of wharf and shore 
rights in Porto Rico and Cuba, where, 
under the old Spanish law, 1600 feet 
along the shore was reserved by. the 
government. He gave it as his opinion 
that interest of the inhabitants could 
be subserved by granting revocable 
wharf and water rights to 
the owners of abutting property. Such 
privileges would be revocable at the 
option of the government, whenever 
they interfered with navigation. 

Some general matters were also dis- 
cused in a desultory way, among them 
the question of tariff duties in our new

ELEVEN-YEAR-OLD CHICAGO BOY 
HAS BAD TIME, 


‘Upper Lip Swells Almost to Bursting 
and Carries a Bright Crimson 
Spot Surrounded by a Purple 
Ring—Came from the South. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
CHICAGO, July 7.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Quite naturally, when the 
“kissing bug’ came Chicagoward, it 
chose Evanston as the scene of its first 
osculatory effort. But it picked the 
lips of a boy instead of those of some 
member of the fair sex, for which 
Evanston is famous, for its stinging 
kiss; It came Tuesday night, and as 
a result of its visit, Charles Gaynor, 
11 years old, is just recovering from 
the effects of a swelling which raised 
his upper lip to ten times its normal 
size. For three days young Gaynor 
has been under the care of physicians, 
who have been making a careful study 
of the sting and the treatment neces- 
sary to alleviate the patient’s suffer- 
ings. 
The sting was first called to the 
physician’s notice July 5, when the 
parents of the _. boy, thinking that 
some powder might have been blown 
into his lip during the previous day’s 
celebration, called upon Dr. H. P. 
Harder. The lip was then standing 
out from under the boy’s nose as if it 
would break the skin, and the parents 
were sure blood-poisoning was making 
itself manifest. A bright, crimson

The sting is not particularly 
dangerous, but it is intensely painful 
and annoying.”

resigned and left Iowa after the 
charges against him were filed. 
McNaughton came West, and was in 
charge of the Arizona Normal School. 
at Tempe, from which place he was 
taken by Gov. Gage and made principal 
of the big Normal School at San José, 
It was said to be a political deal by 
which Gage gave a slap to his enemies 
in San José, but the Governor did not 
take the precaution to verify the record 
of McNaughton, and when the latter 
began to brag about the clean sweep 
Se would make of the old teachers in 
the school, there was an immediate 
resolve to shaw up his record. It was 
found that he had resigned as super- 
intendent of the Council Bluffs public’ 
schools after he had been accused of 
bringing disreputable female associates 
to the school; of loaning out money at 
usurious rates of interest, and of 


.{lliteracy and incompetency.

is from Lucius Wells, a promjnent

“He refused to resign, and as a con- 
sequence we were forced to make 
known certain facts which were set 
forth in the petition to which you re- 
fer.

DEADLY COAL OIL. 


Believed to Have Caused the Holo- 
caust at Coulterville. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


STOCKTON, July 7.—Fire erased 
from the map the thriving little town 
of Coulterville yesterday, shortly after 
noon. Coulterville, situated in the 
northwestern part of Mariposa county, 
had a population in 1890 of over 500, but 
the population now is about 800. 

The fire which swept the town yes- 
terday started in the residence of Mrs. 
Bogolio, in the business part of the 
town, and is believed to have been 
caused by coal oil which had been used 
in starting a fire in a stove. This was 
a few minutes before the noon hour. 
Everything being extremely dry, the 


which were communicated to the sur- 
rounding structures in a very short 
time. So rapidly did the flames sweep 
from house to house that in two hours 
and a half sixty-seven buildings had 
been burned to the ground. The busi- 
ness portion of the town was a mass of 
charred and smoking ruins, and but 
-little of the residence portion of the 
town remained standing. 

Though the only fire apparatus in 
the place was an old-style hand en- 
gine, this might have prevented a 
spread of the flames, but for the wind, 
which blew heavily from the south- 
west. Strong efforts were made by 
citizens«to arrest the progress of the 
flames, but without avail. The flames 
spread so rapidly that there was 
barely time to save the stock in some 
of the stores, and there was no time 
to save the buildings. 

Notwithstanding the severe blow 
dealt the town by the fire, E. A. Gren- 
sell, the telephone agent says there is 
no destitution and no calls for aid. He 
expressed the belief that \be people 
could pull through all right..as none 
were in distress. He paced the loss at 
$150,000. The insurance, he said, was 
very light, but he thought rebuilding 
would be commenced soon.. 

Under the circumstances, the gener- 
ous offer of the Sierra Valley Railroad 
to transport to Coulterville, free of 
charge, any goods or provisions which 
it might be desired to send to the town 
in aid of the destitute or needy, will 
not be accented. The heaviest losers 
are C. B. McCarthy, Bruschi & Co., 
Percy Davis, in whose Store was 1lo- 
cated the postoffice; Dezola and Mrs. 
Cannescionna, all handling general 
merchandise. 

This is the greatest loss which Coul- 
terville has suffered by fire. It was 
nearly destroyed on two previous occa- 
sions. There is no telegraph station at 
Coulterville, and the Pacific telephone 
} Station was destroyed, thereby cutting 
off all communication. A temporary 
telephone connéction was made, how- 
et and today the line is in working 
order.

New Enterprise Files Articles of In- 
corporation—Fresno Lands, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.| 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 7.—Articles 
of incorporation were filed with the 
County Clerk this morning on behaif 
of a new enterprise to be called the 
Cygenet Petroleum and Development 
Company, incorporated with a capital 
of $150,000, of which $90,000 has been al- 
ready subscribed. 

The new enterprise is formed for the 
purpose of developing the oil beds in 
the southern part of this State. The 
incorporators are the owners of twen- 
_ty-five places, or four square miles of 
territory in the Fresno oil belt. It is a 
field which has been recently devel- 
oped by large finds of oil wells in the 
‘neighborhood of Coalinga. The output 
from these is said to exceed 60,000 bar- 
rels a month. The oil is valued at $l-a 
barrel, and is immediately available for 
fuel purposes. Already, the ifcorpora- 
tors say, the oil, which is petroleum in 
its crude state, commonly known as 
coal oil, is being used in the sugar re. 
fineries here, and the Santa Fé Rail- 
road is preparing to use it. on its loco- 
motives. 

A wealthy syndicate of Pennsyl- 
vania oil men is already operating to 
the north of the tract of land occupied 
by the new company, while the Coal- 
inga beds are to the south.

GROSS RECEIPT TAX. 


Conditions Under Which Artificial 
Gas Companies are Subject to It. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—Acting 
Commissioner Williams of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, has decided that 
natural or artificial gas companies are 
subject to the gross receipt tax under 
the War Revenue Act, and that in the 
case of artificial gas the returns made 
by the company should include gales 
of tar, ammonia, coke, etc. 

It is held, however, that the words 
“pipe line” in the act does not refer to 
gas mains and pipes through which gas 
is distributed directly to the consumer, 
but to the system of transporting oil 
or other products from place to place 
through pipes instead of in tanks, bar- 
rels, etc., transported by rail or other 
conveyance.

The Powers of the Earth Called 
Upon to Exemplify the Adage,

Draft of the Arbitration Scheme

After a Discussion They Adjourn for 
Ten Days to Consult Their Gov- 
ernments—Text of the 
Convention, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

' THE HAGUE, July 7.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.}] The third committee sitting 
this morning at the Huis Ten Bosch 
discussed the scheme for the media- 
tién and arbitration drawn up by the 
Comite d’Examen. Many of the déle- 
gates have only been acquainted with 
the proposals since yesterday, and 
they have not had time to consult 
their governments. Consequently, it 
has been decided that when the com- 
mittee adjourns today, it will be until 
July 17, in order to allow the dele- 
gates a week in which to consult their 
. governments and receive final instruc- 
tions. 

The scheme is headed “Draft of con- 
vention for the pacific settlement of 
international conflicts.’”’ The first part 
deals with the maintenance of general 
the second part with arbitra- 

on. 

The reporter of the committbe ex- 
plained lengthily the motives which 
inspired the drafting committee in 
elaborating the scheme. M. Bourgeois, 
_head of the French delegation, 
thanked the reporter in warm terms, 
and congratulated him upon his re- 
markable exposition. The sitting was 
- then adjourned until July 17. 

The review of the troops this morn- 
ing was attended by the military dele- 
gates to the conference, who were 
specially invited to be present. 
ARBITRATION PROPOSITIONS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. | 
THE HAGUE, July 7.—The proposed 
convention, without the changes 
adopted today, is as follows: 

“Article 1—With the object of pre- 
venting, as far as possible, recourse 
to force in international relations, the 
Signatory powers agree to use all en- 
deavors to effect by pacific means, set- 
tlement of differences which may arise 
among them. 
“Article 2—The signatory powers de- 
cide that in cases of serious difference 
or conflict, they will, before appealing 
to arms, have recourse, so far as cir- 
cumstances permit, to the good offices 
or mediation of one or several friendly 
powers. 

“Article 3—Independently of this, the 
Signatory powers .deem use- 
ful. tha€ several of the powers

The right of offering their 
belongs to powers not connected with 
the conflict even during the 
course of hostilities. which act can 
never be regarded as an unfriendly act. 

“Article 4—The part of mediator con- 
sists in reconciling conflicting claims 
end appeasing resentment which may 
have arisen. between contending states. 

“Article 5—The functions of media- 
tors cease from the moment it may 
be stated by one of the contending par- 
ties or by the mediator himself that 
the compromise or basis of an amicable 
understanding proposed by him has 
mot been accepted. 

“Article 6—Good offices and media- 
tion have the exclusive character’ of 
counsel, and are devoid of obligatory 
power. 

“Article 7—The acceptance of media- 
tion, unless otherwise stipulated, may 
have the effect of interrupting the 
obligation of preparing for war. If the 
acceptance supervenes after the open- 
ing of hostilities, it shall not inter- 
rupt, except by a convention of con- 
trary tenor, military operations that 
may be proceeding. 

“Article 8—The signatory powers 

in recommending the application 
of special mediation in the event. of 
interruption of peace between members. 
Contending States may each choose a 
power to which they will entrust .the 
mission of entering into a negotiation 
with a power chosen by the other side 
with the object of preventing a rup- 
ture of pacific relations, or in the event 
of hostilities, or restoring peace.”’ 

Articles 9 to 14 provide for the insti- 
tution of an international commission 
of inquiry for the verification of facts 
in cases of minor disputes not affecting 
the vital interest or honor of States, 
but impossible of settlement by ordi- 
nary diplomacy. The report of an in- 
quiry commission will not force an ar- 
bitral judgment, leaving the contend- 
ing parties full liberty to either 
conclude an amicable arrangement on 
the basis of the report, or have re- 
course ulteriorly to mediation or ar- 
bitration. 
_ Articles 14 to 19 set forth the general 

objects of and benefits it is hoped to 
- derive from the _ arbitration court 
and declare that signing the convention 
implies an undertaking to submit in 
good faith to arbitratal judgment. 

Article 20 says that with the object 
of facilitating an immediate recourse 
to arbitration for international. dif- 
ferences not regulated by diplomatic 
means, the signatory powers undertake 
to organize in the following manner a 
permanent court of arbitration, acces- 
sible at all times and exercising its 
functions, unless otherwise stipulated, 
between the contending partieS in con- 
formity with the rules of procedure in- 
serted in the present convention. 

“Article 21—This court is to have 

competency in all arbitration cases, un- 
less the. contending parties come to 
an understanding for the establish- 
mént of a special arbitration jurisdic- 
tion. 
“Article 22—An international bureau, 
established at The Hague and placed 
under the direction of a permanent 
secretary-general, will serve as the 
office of the court. It will be the in- 
termediatory for communications con- 
cerning meetings. The court,is to have 
the custody of archives, and the man- 
agement of all administrative affairs. 

“Article 23—Each of the signatory 
powers shall appoint, within’ three 
months of the ratification of the pres- 
ent article, not more than four persons 
of recognized competency in questions 
of international law, enjoying the high- 
est moral consideration, and prepared 
to accept the functions of arbitrators. 
The persons thus nominated will be en- 
tered as membérs of the court on a 
list which will be communicated. by the 
bureau .to all the signatory powers. 
Any modifications of the list will be 
brought by the bureau to the know!l- 
edge of the signatory powers. Two or 
y™More powers may agree together re- 
' garding the nomination of one or more 
lembers, and the same person may be 
thosen by the different powers. Mem-

MAMMOTH STEEL PLANT. 


Independent Company Forming to 
Fight the Trust. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

ST. LOUIS, July 7.—Articles of in- 
corporation have been filed’ here by 
the Scullin-Gallagher Iron and Steel 
Company. It is the intention of the 
incorporators to erect the largest and 
most complete steel plant in the West. 
The capital stock of the company is 
$500,000, but it is said that as soon as 
arrangements are perfected the stock 
will be increased to $5,000,000. John 
Scullin, the street railway magnate; 
Harry Scullin, his son; Thomas M., 
Gallagher, and a number of other 
prominent St. Louisians are behind 
the venture. 

A tract of fifty-four acres has been 
purchased at Clinton Heights at a 
cost of $100,000, and the erection of a 
mammoth plant will begin as soon as 
the details can be arranged 

Thomas M. Gallagher, of the in- 
corporators, is a practical steel man, 
and owns several patents that will be 
used by the company. Over eight 
hundred mén will be employed at the 
start, but it is expected that the force 
will eventually be much larger. The 
company will do a general iron and 
steel business, but willmake a specialty 
of steel castings. 

Incorporators of the new company 
say that they have organized to do an 
independent business, and believe that 
they can do a profitable business by 
fighting the Steel Trust. Mr. Gallagher 
is now in the Hast making a tour of 
the large manufacturing companies, 
getting pointers in iron and _ steel 
manufacture, and also taking contracts 
for the new concern.

Brought Out—Sixty to a

Properties on the Market All Winter 
Now Being Withdrawn from Sale, 
Prospectors on Wind River 
Dying of Scurvy. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

TACOMA, July 7.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Dr. L. O. Wileoxson of Chi- 
cago, who arrived today from Dawson, 
brings authentic news of an enormous 
clean-up which took place in the 
Klondike during June. During the 
first half of June, pack trains arrived 
at Dawson daily from Bonanza, El 
Dorado, Hunker and Sulphur creeks, 
each bringing in $500,000 to $1,500,000 in 
dust. One big pack train made sev- 


_eral trips from Prof. Lippey’s claim 


on El Dorado, which produced over 
two tons of gold dust. 

The largest nuggets yet found in the 
Klondike were discovered during the 
élean-up. One from claim No. 4, be- 
law,.on Bonanza Creek, weighed sixty 
and one-half ounces, and was valued 
at $968. Still a larper one, but im- 
pregnated with quartz, was found on 


Gold Hill. It weighed over one hun- 
rie and six ounces, and is valued at 
1804. 


Steamers were leaving Dawson al- 
most daily for St. Michaels, bearing 
rich Klondikers and their dust. The 
steamer Robert Kers, leaving Dawson 
June 20, carried over $3,000,000. Wil- 
coxson thinks that $5,000,000 and their 
owners will arrive on the first steam- 
ers from St. Michaels. S 

Coming out, Wilcoxson learned of 
two important new discoveries, one on 
Thirty-Mile River, where $2 a pan 
was found, and the other on Big Sal- 
mon, where the winter’s dumps aver- 
aged $38 a day per man. Wilcoxson 
goes home, but will return north in 
August. 

Other Dawson arrivals say that the 
Lower Sulphur and Dominion proper- 
ties are strengthening in price, and 
many claims on the market all winter 
are being withdrawn. The creek to 
show the most advance in favoritism 
is Hunker. White Quartz Creek, sup- 
posed last fall to be a blank, is com- 
ing to the front, and promises to rank 
with the best.

Distinguished Educators Agrive to |. 


Take Part in the Grent National 
Gathering of School-teachers 
and College Workers. 


Although the National Educational 
Association will not ‘hold its first gen- 
eral session until 3 o’clock next Tues- 
day afternoon, today will mark the 
virtual beginning of this, the largest. 
national convention ever held in Los 
Angeles. 

The National Council: of Education 
will convene in the First Congrega- 
tional Church at 2:30 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, to discuss a paper on “The 
Homes of Our Downtown Children,” 
prepared for the council by Miss Lucia 
Stickney of the Hughes High School, 
‘Cincinnati, O. At 8 o’clock this even- 
ing the council will discuss @ paper on 
“The Future of the Normal School,” by 
the distinguished philosopher, Dr. Wil- 
liam T. Harris, United States Commis- 
sioner of Education, of Washington, D. 
Cc. The meetings of the council will 
continue on Monday and Ttesday. 

The National Council is a body of 
eminent men. Its membership is lim- 
ited to sixty, and the honor is given 
only to those who have performed no- 
table services in the cause of education. 
Membership is for six years, the term 
of ten members expiring at each con- 
vention. Vacancies are filled half by the 
council itself and half by the directors 
of the N.E.A. All investigations. of 
educational problems whose expenses 
are borne by the association, are con- 
ducted under the direction of the Na- 
‘tional Council. The committees for such 


work are appointed by the chairman of | 


the council, the committeemen being 
the experts best suited for the purpose, 
regardless of whether or not they are 
members of the council The meetings 
of the council partake of the nature of 
“round-table discussions.”” The papers 
prepared are not read before the coun- 
cil, but printed and sent to the mem- 
bers at least a month before the annual 
meeting. The council then meets, ready 
to discuss them. The sessions of the 
council are public. The meeting place 
seats 1000 people, so there will be plenty 
of room today for listeners.

National Council,” said Dr. Taylor yes-' 


terday, “one on normal schools, and 
one on libraries and their relation to 
public school. The committee’ on 
normal schools has been at work for 
three years. Its report includes, a dis- 
cussion of the condition of the normal 
schools of the country, their methods, 
end their courses. Recommendations 
will be presented as to the course 
whieh seems most desirable, and as to 
those things which should be inost 
clearly kept. in view in developing nor- 
mal education. I regard the report of 
the committee on libraries and public 
schools as.of particular value. People 


don’t realize how much can be accom-— 


plished with a small library if the 
books are carefully’ selected. The 
cemmittee’s report contains lists of 
books for the use of children at differ- 
ent stages in their education. Recom- 
mendations will be presented as to the 
means whereby a public library can be 
best managed and made of the greatest 
educational value.” 
AN OLD OFFICER. 

Superintendent James M. Greenwood 
of the Kansas City, Mo., schools, first 
vice-president of the N.E.A., formerly 
its president, now a life director of the 
Association, and a member of the Na- 
tional Council of Education, arrived in 
the city yesterday with Mre. Green- 
wood, having come from the East by 
the northern route, Mr. Greenwood 
was for many years treasurer of the 
N.E.A. He has attended every one of 
its conventions since 1884, with the sin- 
gle exception of that in 1895. 

“The ‘Kansas City system’ of school 
administration has become a well-un- 
derstood term in that portion of the 
United States, and many school sys- 
tems have been modeled in accordance 
with it,’’ said Mr. Greenwood yester- 
day. “The Board of Education con- 
sists of six members, holding office for 
six years, two being elected at each 
municipal election. Politics are abso- 
lutely excluded from the school depart- 
ment. In every municipal campaign, 
the Democrats nominate one man, the 
Republicans another, and these two 
nominees are elected unanimously to 
the two vacancies. I have been su- 
perintendent twenty-five years. The 
Kensas City schools now have 26,500 
pupils. There are four High Schools, 
having 3200 students in all. We have 
@ central mixed High School with 1800 
pupils, a manual training High School, 
a negro High School.with 220 pupils, 
and a High School at Westport—old 
Kansas City. The negroes compose 
one-tenth of the population of the city. 
All the negro children are educated in 
separate schools. A larger percentage 
of our children of school age are en- 
rolled in .the high schools than in any 
other American city—12 per cent.” 

Charles H. Keyes, formerly president 
of Throop Polytechnic School and now 
principal of the High School at Hol- 
yoke, Mass., has arrived in Los Angeles 
for the convention. He will be the 
acting head of the department of 
manual and industrial training. 

R. L. Yeager, who has been president 
of the Kansas City Board of Educa- 
tion for a number of years, is here for 
the convention. G. B. Morrison, princi- 
pal of the Kansas City Manual in- 
ing High School, is another arrival. 

Among other notable N.E.A. arrivals 
are Henry Townsend, Hawaiian Com- 
missioner of Education; Langdon S. 
Thompson, supervisor of drawing, Jer- 
sey City; W. A. Bell, editor Indiana 
School Journal; Will S. Monroe, presi- 
dent of the department of child study, 
president State Normal School, West- 
field, Mass.

Quarantine Oflicer Craw, Turns Down 
Inspector Drummond, 
Riverside county has evidently pro- 
vided better for horticultural interests 
than Los Angeles county, in that it has 
kept practically the. same inspectors 
in office for a number of years, until 


ness, instead” of making the office of 
inspector a political position. Thus 
when the question of the shipment of 
infected ‘trees from this county came 
up a few weeks since, the Riverside 
men knew what they were talking 
about, and were in a position to corner 
the Los Angeles county men quite ef- 
fectively. The Riverside Enterprise 
gives the following chapter of inter- 
esting news touching fruit jnspection: 
 “* week or so ago the Los Angeles 
’ Times wrote up the Horticultural Com- 
missioners and inspectors of that 
county, concerning the shipment to this 
county of scale-infested trees. All the 
officials were interviewed by that paper 
and each one of them told some story 
which had for its object the excusing 
of the derelict officials. 

‘“‘Among the officials interviewed was 
Inspector Drummond, who was the 
man who certified that the 15,000 scale- 
“trees .shipped James Mills 
‘were inspected by him and were free 
from pests, and The Times quotes him 
as follows: 

* ‘Inspector Drummond says that one 
lot of 40,000 of the. trees from the same 
seed-bed was. sent. to the Fancher 
Creek nursery in Fresno county. As 
goon as the Riverside episode occurred 
the proprietors of the Fancher Creek 
Nursery were notified of the finding of 
red scale on stock from the same bed. 
Alexander Craw, State Quarantine Offi- 
ger and Entomologist, was summoned, 


and, according to Drummond, ‘his in- 


spection resulted in a clean bill of ' 
health for the stock.’. 

“R. P. Cundiff, who hopped onto 
Drummond’s ‘clean trees,’ took no 
stock in the above statement of Drum- 
mond, and he wrote Mr. Craw, just to 
find out, and here is that gentleman’s 
letter in full; 

“‘*R. P. Cundiff, Esq., Riverside, Cal.: 
I am in receipt of yours of the 294 
inst., with clipping from the Los An- 
geles Times of the 18th. I am pleased 
that you sent me the clipping, as I had 
overlooked it in my paper. I cannot 
imagine where Inspector Drummond of 
Los Angeles obtained his information 
that I had examined the 40,000 orange 
trees sent to Fresno county, and had 
given them a clean bill of health. This 
is not so, as I have not been in Fresno 
since last December, and as yet no 
samples of such trees have been sub- 
mitted to mé for inspection. Fresno 
county has a local Board of Horticul- 
ture. Thanking you, I remain, re- 
spectfully yours, 

"ALEXANDER CRAW’’

Proceedings fo rthe school-bond elec- 
tion had to be begun over again yves- 
terday in the City Council because a 
mistake had been made in the original 
ordinance.

Mistakes ina Final Ordinance Cause 
a Delay of Three Weeks—Resulis 
of an Expert Inspection of th 

Outfall Sewer. 


Owing to an error in the final ovals 


mance recently adopted calling a spe-' 


cial school-bond election, it was n - 
sary for the City Council to hioka ins 
proceedings for the election over again 
and yesterday the ordinance of inten- 
tion was adopted. Therg were two 
mistakes, one in the title of the ordi- 
nance and the other in not having in- 
cluded two districts adjacent to the 
city and considered a part of the city 
in so far as the city itself is a school 
djstrict. To have continued and held 
the election under the ordinance as 
adopted would have been to vitiate the 
entire bond issue provided for in the 
special election. 


To have simply corrected the mis= 


takes in the last ordinance and let the 
original ordinance of intention stand 
Was not considered proper, and it was 
the Council to 
s no ordina 

nee had been 

As the proceedings for the calling of 
such an election will be closely scruti- 
nized by those who bid upon the bonds 
every precaution was taken to make 
the proceedings in every way regular, 
so that not even a technical objection 
could be raised to the bond issue. The 


. intention had been to hold a special 


meeting the day before, but as there 
was not sufficient time for the members 
of the Council to receive the legal no- 
tices of the meeting, the tim2 was 
changed to yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock. All of the Councilmen were 
formally notified, the City Attorney 
preparing the notice of the meeting. 
All the members attended the meeting 
except Councilman Pessell. 

The first ordinance to be presented 
Was one repealing the original ordi- 
mance of intention. When the motion 
for a suspension of the rules was made 
Councilman Vetter asked for an ex- 
planation of why the contemplated ac- 
tion was necessary. City Attorney 
Haas was sent for and explained in de- 
tail just what the law on the subject 
jis and what the effect of the mistakes 
made in the other ordinance would be. 

The ordinance of intention» was then 
repealed and then another ordinance 
was adopted repealing the final ordi- 
mance in which the election was finally 
called, and the date of it announced as 
August 3. After this repeal the Coun- 
cil adopted another ordinance of in- 
tention. This was approved a few 
minutes later by the Mayor, and was 
first published yesterday afternoon. It 
must be published for two’ weeks, and 
then the Council will be in position to 
adopt a second final ordinance which 
must be published for ten days. -Then 
a formal notice of election must be 
published for at least two weeks. The 
result of the mistake will be to delay 
the election until August 22 at least. 
That is the earliest date that the elec- 
tion can be called, and if there is any 
delay in signing any of the subsequent 
ordinances the election will be delayed 
fn proportion. The. mistake has also 
cost the city a considerable amount in 
advertising fees. | 


Not Satisfied With It. 


The manner in which the City Hall 
has been decorated is being criticised 
not only by business people on Broad- 
way, but also by some of the city offi- 
cials. The Council allowed $50 for 
decorating the building, and but $26 
of this was expended. The job is not 
at all in keeping with the amount ex- 
pended, and the city building does not 
compare favorably with some of the 
neighboring stores. The decorations 
consist only of two or three strips of 
heap. red, white and blue calico and a 
mumber of small, cheap flags with one 
or two other flags fiying from staffs

Will Collect Fines. 

Hereafter when a policeman is fined 
for infraction of the rules of the de- 
partment he will have to pay his fine 
regardless of what his “pull’’ may be 
with those in authority in that de-. 
partment. Fines Wave been imposed 
heretofore which have not been paid 
because of the influence the person 
fined may have had with either mem- 
bers of the commission or others over 
him, but now that all the money paid 
as such fines goes to the police pension 
fund, the board will see to it that all 
fines are collected. A full accounting 
will also have to be made to the com- 
mission of the receipts of sales of un- 
claimed property and of rewards paid 
the police department for the arrest 
of fugitives. 


No .Action Yet. 

The matter of the application for 
street-railway franchises by the Los 
Angeles Traction Company was not 
considered yesterday by the Board of 
Public Works, although the petitions 
for these franchises were filed many 
weeks ago. The members of the board 
state that they have been waiting for 
the City Attorney to render them an 
opinion as to the legality of issuing 
such franchises, but that official has 
stated that no request for an opinion 
has been made of him. It is probable 
that such a request will be made at 
be next regular meeting of the Coun- 


The Board of Public Works had lit- 


tle to do yesterday. The special session 


of the Council interferred with their 
regular session in the morning, but 
before that meeting the members went 
to inspect Weller street, against the 
acceptance of which there had been a 
protest. Chairman Blanchard made a 
close examination of the street and 
found that it had been improved ac- 
cording to specifications. The board 
will therefore . recommend that the 
street be accepted. 


TO SAVE THE OUTFALL. 


Result of an Examination of the Big 
Sewer by Expert Engineers. 

The tour of inspection of the outfall 
sewer made by Mayor Eaton, City 
Engineer Olmsted and others, accom- 
panied by F. N. Newell of the United 
States Hydrographic Bureau, has con- 
vinced the city authorities that there 
is great necessity for immediate action 
if they hope to save that piece of work 
from destruction. As has been pub- 
lished from time to time, the gases in 
the sewer are having an effect upon the 
cement lining and masonry such 4s 
has not been noticed in any other 
sewer in the country. The cement has 
been made as soft as putty, where it 
has been exposed to the gases, the 
bricks have been softened in places and 
even the steel rods used as ladders 
in the manholes have rotted away 
until nearly an eighth of an inch has 
been lost off the diameter of each. The 
mortar between the bricks has been 
attacked, and where the gases strike 
it the disintegration has been such that 
it will not be long before the bricks 
in the arches would fall out of their 
own weight. All of this damage has 
béen doné Within the past two years, 
but within the last year it has 
been more rapid, and unless something 
be done to remedy the matter the city 
in a short;time will have no outfall 
sewer and will have to go,to an expense 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
making repairs. 

The party which made the inspection 
Thursday was composed entirely of en- 
gineers, to whom thé problem before 
them was entirely new. They all knew 
what caused the deterioration of the 
but how 
to rememdy it was another matter, 
and no suggestions have yet been made 
which promise results such as are de- 
sired. As during the recent inspection 
by members of the City Council, the 
engineers entered the sewer at every 
manhole and at all places they found 
the same conditions. At each of the 
points they secured samples of the soft 
cement taken from the walls of the 
sewer and these semples will be sub- 
jected to a chemical analysis in order 
to determine if posible just -what 
caused the disintegration and whether 
anything can be done to remedy the 
trouble. If a solution for the problern 
is not found as a result of these tests, 
the tunnel will have to be lined witn 
glazed brick or given some glazed 
surface. It will have to be better vent!- 
lated and air shafts may have to be 
constructed so as to dispel ihe gases 
by. causing a current of air to flow 


through the sewer. 


The members of the party learned 
that people residing along the’ line 
of the sewers, especially at the en& 
near the sea, are complaining of the 
stench that arises from it. and fn or- 


der to remedy this it will be necessary |. 


to allow the entire flow of sewage 10 
pass through the entire length of the 
sewer in order to flush it more thor- 
oughly. This might have the effect of 
reducing the revenue from. sales of 
sewage, but as it would preserve tne 
wooden siphon near the ocean, it 
would more than pay for the loss of 
revenue from irrigators. 
Mayor Eaton said yesterday that he 
would recommend to the Council that 
the entire management of the sewer 
be placed under the City Engineer’s 
department, so that whenever there 


‘ig a necessity for work upon the s2wer 


the City Engineer will know what was 
to be done, This is not for the pur- 
pose of disturbing Superintendent 
Derby in his present position, but the 
purpose is to have him subject to the 
orders of the City Engineer.

Site Disposed Of. 


When the city some months ago pur- 
chased a number of lots in different 
parts of the city for engine-house 
sites, among them was one near the 
corner of Eleventh and Valencia 
streets, for which $750 was paid. The 
people residing in that vicinity learned 
of the purchase only after it had been 
made, and they at once protested 
against the contemplated use of the 
property. The locality is a residence 
section and the property-owners do not 
want an engine-house so near their 
homes. They, therefore, suggested that 
if the-city was willing to move the 
location of 'the proposed engine-house 
they would purchase another lot not 
far from the one already purchased. 
and would deed it to the city. This 
was agreed to, and as the city had no 
use for the lot it had bought, it was 
sold at auction yesterday at the City 
‘Hall. by Deputy City Clerk Haskins. 
Dr. Steinhart bought the property for 
$750, with $14.95 added as costs of rak- 
ing the sale, etc. The city will there- 
fore lose nothing by the transaction.

for $1000 more. 

The Alhambra lady, whom McLean 
is said to have come to love, is Miss 
Maggie Macy, daughter of Oscar 
Macy, ex-Supervisor from that dis- 
trict. The family seriously objected 
to Miss Maggie’s attachment, and her 
and Miss Irene, 
were especially bitter toward McLean’s 
suit. Trouble had been brewing for 
some time, it is said, but was pre- 
cipitated last Sunday, when a quarrel 
arose and McLean is said to have 
struck Miss Stella in the face with his 
fist, and to have leveled a shotgun on 
Miss Irene. 

After the fracas he came to. the 
city, where, it appears, he saw fit to 
confide his troubles to Frank  B. 
Mcliroy, a commeréial traveler, and 
threatened in his presence ta do the 
Dunham act to the Macy family unless 
he were quietly permitted to make 
love to whomsoever of the girls he 
pleased. * Inasmuch as Dunham was 
the San José. man who, in a thought- 
less fit, killed off a whole family, Mc- 
Ilroy thought to inform the Macys of 
their danger. When McLean learned 
of Mcllroy’s breach of confidence, he 
took occasion to hunt the commercial 
traveler up and threaten him with 
death if he did not leave town before 
sundown. Mcllroy, however, failed to 
see it in just that light, and swore to 
a complaint charging the festive Mc- 
Lean with threats to kill. _. 

McLean’s heart’ troubles have 
dragged him into several serious com- 
plications, and they will all be airéd 
at one time, when the trial comes off 
next Thursday.

to Canada and to the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands and Oceanica, our sales have in- 
creased in quantity and value, as com- 
pared with the phenomenal year 1898. 
To British North America the exports 
in the fiscal year 1899 will be, in round 
numbers, $90,000,000, against $85,000,000 
last year; to Mexico, about $25,000,000, 
t $21,205,000 last year; to Cuba, 
about $18,000,000, against $8,260,000 last 
year; to Porto Rico, $2,500,000, against 
$1,500,000 last year, and to the entire

SAME OLD STORY. 
Mortimer C. Rankin, chairman of 
the Populist National Committee, has 
given out an interview at Terre Haute, 
Ind., devoted principally to a discus- 
sion of the question whether the Pop- 
ulists will fuse with the Democrats in 
the national campaign of 1900. Mr. 
Rankin “views with alarm” and “re- 
pudiates with scorn” the intimation 
that-such a coalition may be formed. 
Mr. Rankin declares that such an alli- 
ance will be impossible, for the reason 
that the Populists will hold their con- 
vention one month prior to either the 
Republican or the Democratic conven- 
tion. The Populists, he declares, “will 
prepare their own platform and nomi- 
nate their own candidates.” 
We have heard this sort of talk be- 
fore. It has a familiar sound, and we 
all know what it means. This “defi” 
of the Populist chairman is simply a 
bid for a liberal share of the spoils in 
1900. Of course there will be fusion 
Setween the Populist and the Demo- 
weatic forces in that campaign. The 
@unger for office on both fides is too 
poignant to permit any ‘“‘middle-of-the- 
road” nonsense to stand in the way 
of the hungry hordes “getting to- 
gether” on some basis before the day 
for the casting of the ballots arrives. 
The belligerent attitude of Bro. Ran- 
kin deceives nobody. ~The fact is fully 
understood on all sides that he is 
merely sparring for position. The 
Pops are not after glory. They are 
mot seeking to uphold anything in the 
mature of ‘a d—d barren ideality.” 
Not if the court knows herself, and 
ghe thinks she does. It is true that, 
like their inevitable allies, the Demo- 
crats, they are animated, inspired, and 
impelledy; by a great principle. _ But 
‘that principle is a yearning for of- 
fice, and for the spoils which appertain 
thereunto. 
As election day approaches—what- 
ever action may have been taken prior 
thereto by the Democratic and the 
' Populistic conventions and leaders— 
we shall behold, as usual, a drawing 
together of the forces which are ani- 
mated by a common purpose—the lust 
for office. And when the time comes 
for the actual casting of the ballots, 
all seeming differences will have been 
adjusted, and the Demo-Populist fusion 
will be as complete, and seemingly as 
harmonious, as ever. | 
Unless all precedents fail, these 
things will happen, as they have so 
often happened in the past. It will 
indeed “jar” the country if the oft- 
declared intention of the Pops to keep 
to the middle of the road should be 
adhered to. From time immemoria] 
they have regularly entertained an 
ante-election determination of this 
kind. But as often, almost, they have 
fallen down when they were actually 
“up against” the proposition, and 
have meekly consented to assist in 
the election of the Democratic candi- 
Gates. That history will be repeated 
in the coming national campaign is 
more than probable. 
The Populists, it seems, “are split 
on the matter of holding the Philip- 
pine Islands.” But this will be a mat- 
= ter of exceedingly small moment as 

gompared te the great and paramount 


‘problem of spoils. 


If, as now seems 
probable, the Democratic National 
Convention shall declare against the 
retention of the Philippines, the Popu- 
list crowd will ‘echo them sentiments” 
as a matter of course, however dis- 
tasteful they may be, and will vote for 
the fusion ticket (and the offices,) al- 
most to @ man. 

Mr. Rankin, however, speaks the 
plain truth when he declares that “if 
the Democrats fight the policy of the 
administration in holding the Philip- 


pines until a suitable form of govern- 


ment has been formed, they will find 
themselves snowed under far worse 
than they were in 1896.” Just so. And 
that is precisely what is going to 
happen, if present indications count 
for anything. 


AN ENCOURAGING SITUATION. 

Latest advices from Manila are to 
the effect that Dr. Schurman, president 
of the Philippine Commission, believes 
that the suppression of Aguinaldo’s in- 
surrection means the _ establishment 
of peace throughout the archipelago. 
Dr. Schurman-expresses the belief that 
many of the people in the southern isl- 
ands “do not openly express them- 
selves in favor of an American protec- 
torate, solely because of their fear of 


Aguinaldo and his Tagal army.” 


There is undoubtedly a great deal 
of truth in this view of the case. Pres- 
ident Schurman is not speaking at 
random. He knows what he is talk- 
ing about, for he has been over the 
ground, and has had ample opportu- 
nity to observe with care the existing 
conditions. He has no reason to mis- 
represent the state of affairs in the 
islands, in any particular; and, on the 
other hand, he has every reason to 
state the situation precisely as it ex- 
ists, for his reputation and the suc- 
cess of his mission to the~Philippines 
are at stake. It may therefore be re- 
garded as reasonably certain that the 
crushing of the Aguinaldo rebellion 
will in effect put an end to the armed 
resistance to American authority in 
the Philippines. 

Already, the work of establishing 
home rule within the territory wrested 
from the rebels, outside the city of 
Manila, has been begun. It is hoped 
that the establishment of good govern- 
ment and the enforcement of just and 
righteous laws will prove to be an ef- 
fective object lesson, which will show 
to the inhabitants of the Phflippines 
that we are seeking their~ good, and 
are not trying to injure them. There 
can be no reasonable doubt thata 
large majority of the non-combatants, 
throughout the entire group of isl- 
ands, would welcome the extinguish- 
ment of Aguinaldo’s power and the 
coming of American rule, if they were 
not afraid of the former and were sure 
of the significance and the beneficence 
of the latter. At all events, it is alto- 
gether probable that an opportunity 
will soon be afforded tot this mat- 
ter in an effectual manner)\for the 
rebellion of Aguinaldo will be a thing 
of the past within a few months at 
the longest. Then the real solution of 
the Philippine problem will begin. 


Among other things that the automo 
cannot do—it cannot chew a feed box, 
eat redwood fence boards, kick clap- 
boards off of barns, slip down on a wet 
pavement, rear up and fall over on 
the buggy shafts, and paw the ground 
when it gets hungry.

WE ARE AFTER. 

Jamed Wilson, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, in a recent address at the Audi- 
torium, in Chicago, declared that “we 
want no alliances other than trade 
alliances with European countries.” 
Continuing, he said: ° 


“No alliances have ever been con- 
templated. . No letters or telegrams re- 
ferring to-alliances have ever passed 
between our government and any 
other. Of course, if any government 
helps us in a time of need we will re- 
member the kindhess. There is no 
reason why we should not be on the 
best of terms with all'the European 
countries. It is the trade of the world 
we want. This is a commercial age, 
when every nation is reaching out to 
extend its commerce, and it is the com- 
merce: of Europe and not its politics 
that interests us. - 

“England, Germany, and the United 
States are rivals in the markets of the 
_ England’s doors are open to 
food products, because England knows 
her wofkmen must have cheap food. 
I think Germany intends to treat the 
United\States right in this regard, too. 
The Germans are far-séeing, and the 
present Emperor realizes that, in order 


to compete with England and the 


| United States, the manufacturers of 
| Germany must have the cheap meats 


' and other food products of the United 
_ States. 


With other countries of Eu- 
rope, however, we are having more 
trouble in securing proper treatment 
for American products. 

“The possession of the Philippines 
is a great advantage to American com- 
merce. 
in that quarter now, and every day 
will see it grow. The Philippines are 
extremely rich and will pay all ex- 


penses of governing them, including. 


the maintenance of armies. I think 


the United States ha same duty 
toward the Philippines \as toward 
Cuba and Porto: Rico. The people are 


half savage and they need civilized 
rule. Trade is a great civilizer. The 
flow of trade will carry Americans out 
there with it; they will stay and help 
civilize the people. The schoolmaster 
is also required there, and when the 
people are civilized then we can dis- 
cuss the question whether or not we 
shall govern them or leave them to 
themselves. 

“The Philippines will be very pro- 
ductive under American rule. Look 
how Cuba has improved. The income 
from Cuba last month was $1,000,000. 
Cuba will cost us nothing to govern 
and as soon as the people realize that 
the fewer soldiers they have to support 
the more money they will have for in- 
ternal improvements, they wilil be 
good.” 

It is quite true that the desire to ex- 
tend our commerce is one of the im- 
portant considerations which have in- 
fluenced our course since the war with 
Spain began. But it is not, and has 
never been, the principal considera- 
tion. The commercial phase of the 
question in Cuba, in Porto Rico, and 
in the Philippines, is only an incident 
of the situation. The war which we 
declared against Spain had its incep- 
tion in a patriotic and largely senti- 
mental impulse to relieve a suffering 
people from oppression, and to sup- 
plant injustice with justice. The 
Philippine trouble grew naturally out 


of the war with Spain. But commer- 
cialism was not the basis of either of 
these wars. 7 

There is little doubt, however, that 
these rich islands will pay the entire 
cost of governing them, after peace 
shall have been fully restored, with 
the authority of the United States ev- 
erywhere recognized and paramount. 
To make them self-supporting will be 
one of the tasks of the future. The 
present problem is the restoration of 
order, and it must be solved. 


THE ‘FRUITS’ OF PEACE. 

A cablegram from Berlin, under date 
of July 5, contains intelligence of espe- 
cial interest to our fruit-growers and 
packers in that it shows the impres- 
sion the products of our orchards are 
making upon European royalty. The 
dispatch runs as follows: 


“California fruits have won a mag- 
nificent victory here. An incident of 
the recent exposition held in connec- 
tion with the great medical congress 
bids fair to create an unprecedented 
call for the Golden State’s luscious 
products, and may, perhaps, even exer- 
cise a bearing on the international re- 
lations of Germany and America. 
Some days ago the J. H. Flickinger 
Company of San José, Cal., through 
agents in Berlin, made an_ extensive 
exhibit of their canned fruits. The 
Empress of Germany visited the ex- 
position and stopped at this booth. 
She questioned the managers minutely 
in regard to their method of preparing 


ping elsewhere. 

‘“‘An hour later the royal chamber- 
lain returned and gave an extensive 
order for immediate delivery to the 
palace. The exhibitors of other na- 
tions were green with envy. What 
makes more impressive the apprecia- 
tion of the German Empress {fs the fact 
that the Queen of England, through 
her private secretary, and also the 
Princess of Wales, only a few weeks 
ago sent an unsolicited testimonial to 
the J. H. Flickinger Company, stating 
that the California fruits were ‘the 
best they had ever tasted.’ Following 
this the striking action of the greatest 
housewife in Europe in preferring the 
Californian product over European 
stocks has excited world-wide atten- 
tion to the excellence of the fruits.

be given a boom that will be worth 
more to our producers than many 
pages of advertisements in all the 
great religious dailies in the country.

AN EAGLE-EYED GOVERNOR. 

Gov. Rogers of the State of Washing- 
ton shows us-an example of at least 
one man who reads the signs of the 
times with the eagle eye of a seer. He 
says: 

“It is idle and useless to talk or 
work against expansion or the holding 
of territory conquered by the military 
branch of the United States govern- 
ment. After seeing the reception ten- 
dered to the officers and men of the 
Iowa at Tacoma, it is preposterous to 
talk against expansion. The people 
simply went wild with enthusiasm over 
them and they were cheered to the 
echo and called the heroes of Santiago. 
Even the mascot goat came in for his 
share ‘of praise.” 

The man who thinks for a moment 
that the mass of the people in this 
country are in favor of hauling down 
the American flag and retreating in 
the face of an enemy with a gun in 
his hands, knows no more of the tem- 
per of Americans than he does of the 
distance between the stars in the 
Milky Way. Gov. Rogers is right; the 
pegple are with the boys at the front 
and with the administration at Wash- 
ington, and let no copperhead’ think 
otherwise for a single moment. 


W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., seems to be 
having rather more than his share of 
adventures and lively old times. First 
he wedded a California girl, then his 
country house was burned down (or 
up) and now his automo has run away 


with him through the streets of New- 


port, throwing him and his friend Mr. 
Kemp out in the dirt, and raising 
Cain generally. Should Mr. Vander- 
bilt undertake to manipulate a wheel- 
barrow the contrary thing would prob- 
ably rear up and kick William in the 
ribs with its handles, or drag him over 
a precipice. The only place of safety 
for the young millionaire would ap- 
pear to be lying flat on the ground 
with his hands holding onto a strong 
root, or esle he might go out to Des 
Moines, Iowa, and bury himself in a 
cyclone cave along with the editor of 
State Register. 


Here is an example of patriotism as 
charming as it is rare, information 
regarding which comes from Portland, 
Or.: 

“R. J. Hendricks, editor of the 
Salem Statesman, today tendered the 
President his resignation as Appraiser 
of Merchandise at Portland. MHen- 
dricks succeeded Gen. O. Summers of 
the Second Oregon Volunteers when 
the latter resigned to lead a regiment 
in the Spanish war, but he now relin- 
quishes the office with the understand- 
ing that Gen. Summers is to return to 
his former position as soon as he: is 
mustered out of the army.” 

Of course it is a newspaper man who 
exhibits this example of self-abnega- 
tion, as might be expected. There 
oughtn’t to be anything in Oregon too 
good for R. J. Hendricks of the Salem 
Statesman.

MORE CGOURSING. 


ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR 
FURTHER DEFIANCE OF LAW. 


Manager Black Says He Has Had 
Enough, but Will Help the Dog- 
; owners in the New 
Scheme. 


Tried to Work Santa Monica, but 
Failed, and Finally Located 
New Grounds at Mon- 
donville. 


Black’s Pool-sellers and Assistants 
Will Be There Sunday—County 
Officials May or May not 

Interfere. 


“Col.” F. D. Black, the doughty 
coursing magnate, worried by the mis- 
demeanor charges pending against him 
and his associates, and tired of the 
uncertainties of a sporting life, has at 
last made a bluff at throwing up the 
sponge and abandoning the attempt to 
run off the ties and finals of the races 
commenced last Sunday. : 

At least this is the determination he 
announced to an apparently disap- 
pointed crowd of dog men at the 
Coursing Club poolroom on South 
Broadway last evening, through the 
agency of his stalwart henchman, W. 
R. Taylor. Taylor assured the crowd 
that everything that could be done 
within reason had been attempted that 
the coursing might be continued ac- 
cording to schedule, but that even the 
sportive citizens of Santa Monica had 
turned a deaf ear to their entreaties, 
and that owing to the newspaper no- 
toriety that they had been enjoying 
during the past few days, Mayor Jones 
of that city had absolutely refused to 
allow them to run. 

Regarding the other sites that had 
been suggested, Taylor said that they 
were not easily accessible, and that 
Black did not think he could afford to 
bother further with the matter until 
the lawsuits now pending had been dis- 
posed of. On behalf of Black he of- 
fered the dog men the free use of the 
hares left at the park, and also mag- 
nanimously offered to send a crew, to 
whatever place the dog men might se- 
lect,* to sell pools. He said that the 
regular judge and “‘slipper’’ could. also 
be obtained to help out the programme, 

In conclusion, Taylor said that it had 
finally been decided to pay tp each 
owner of a dog that won a course at 
Agricultural Park on Sunday $3, that 
being the sum of the entrance fee of 
the two dogs. The announcement of 
the disposition of the money seemed to 
give very general satisfaction to the 
crowd present, but most of them were 
very reluctant to give up the final run- 
off of the races. They were informed 
that if they wished on their own re- 
sponsibility to go ahead, they might 
do so in any manner that they saw fit. 

Whether Black is entirely sincere in 
his alleged determination to abandon 
the coursing business as he says for a 
Summer vacation, is largely open to 
doubt. The regular pool-sellers and 
bookies were present at the meeting, 
and seemed to take a great interest in 
getting the dog men to continue the 
games. While Col. Black and ‘Maj.” 
Taylor left the poolrooms soon after 
the announcement,.the other members 
of the ‘staff’ remained, and after 
much talk had been indulged in, and 
the owners of dogs had been conferred 
with, it was decided to form a tem- 
porary organization for the prosetu- 
tion of coursing, and to take entries for 
the event, and have the drawing then 
and there. 

It was very poignantly pointed out 
that owing to the kindness of Black 
there would be plenty of hares, like- 
wise pool sellers, judge, bookies, “‘slip- 
per,’”’ together with all the other par- 
aphernalia appertaining to the real 
thing in the coursing line. Also the 
Colonel, out of the pure kindness of 
his heart, had been out to Mondonville, 
at the end of the Washington street 
car line and had secured from the 
owner of a forty-acre tract the per- 
mission to make all necessary arrange- 
ments for the coursing match. 

This proved such a seductive propo- 
sition that a number of dog owners 
immediately went to the box and reg- 
istered their dogs. After seventeen 
dogs had been entered, the temporary 
officers on this rush programme an- 
nounced that the drawing might as 
well take place then as ever, and when 
one man, evidently hot on the inside, 
asked what they were going to do with 
the men from the country, he was has- 
tily drawn aside and given a few les- 
sons from the popular treatise known 
as “‘The Evolution of the Los Angeles 
Coursing Magnate,” by F. D. Black. 

One man, who proved very communi- 
cative, when told that he was talking 
to a reporter, shut up like the prover- 
bial clam and it is to be noted that 
while “Maj.” Taylor announced the de- 
termination of the Coursing Club to 
pay $3 to the winner of each course, 
none of the money changed hands and 
the sturdy secretary took a stroll down 
the street without ever being ap- 
proached by any of those interested in 
the disposition of the money. This 
could not have been because the “Maj.” 
did not know to whom the money be- 
longed, because at the time he made 
the announcement he also said that he 
had a list of the winners with him, and 
it could not have been because none of 
the men owning winning dogs were 
present, as Henry Lim, who was tem- 
porary chairman, when the proposition 
was broached to give the whole $96 to 
Black to help pay attorney’s fees, said 
that he guessed he had as many dogs 
as anybody on the paying side, and 
that he was willing to help out, 

Taken all in all the meeting last 

evening, which was an adjourned ses- 
sion from the evening before, had a 
very fishy odor, and in all probability 
there will be another effort to continue 
coursing next, Sunday, despite the de- 
cision of the Justice Court that such 
matches are unlawful. 
The promoters of the coursing cling 
to their programme of pool-selling, rab- 
bit-chasing and a general free-for-all 
good time with the tenacity of a 
‘puppy to a root,” and it is hardly pos- 
sible to believe that this is, as they al- 
lege, entirely in the interest of the 
owners of the dogs. pes » 

One thing is sure; and that is that 
the meet will not be held at the 
Agricultural Park grounds, for the re- 
cent action of the Mayor has dampened 
the ardor of the coursing enthusiasts 
to continue the sport within the city 
limits. Moreover, if the dogs are run 
outside of the city, the accompanying 
whir of the delusive nickel-in-the-slot 
machine can be made once more to do

The official red tape which always 
shrouds the majesty of the law in an 
atmosphere of uncertainty is very evi- 
dent among the various interested of- 
ficials at the Courthouse. There is a 
wide divergence of opinion among the

On the Fourth of July, when Mayor 
Eaton -put a stop to the coursing at 
Agricultural Park, there was no at- 
tempt made to sell pools, the nickel- 
in-the-slot machines were not in evi- 
dence and there -was no, liquor “sold” 
on the grounds, so far as known. The 
only legal ground the Mayor had for 
Stopping the coursing was the deci- 
sion rendered in Justice James’s court 
that the sport was cruelty to animals. 
The law upon which this decision was 
based is a State law, and not a city or- 
dinance, and consequently it is evi- 
dent that there are just as good 
grounds for stopping this form of 
amusement outside of the cjty limits 
as within them. The result, whether 
for law and order, or in favor of the 
gamblers and touts of the rabbit-track, 
depends largely upon the County 
Sheriff. Whether he will deem it his 
duty. to be present at the coursing 
and to uphold the law by prohibiting 
it, at least until such time as the de- 
fendants in the present trial have es- 
tablished the validity of their appeal, 
or whether he will find it convenient 
and consistent with his duty as a pub- 
lic officer to ignore this matter and 
permit this travesty upon the law and 
the power of the courts to be enacted, 
is a question that Sheriff Hammel 
does not seem willing to answer 4di- 
rectly. 

He is quoted as saying that unless 
some disturbance occurred in connec- 
tion with the coursing match he would 
not consider it unlawful nor prohibit 
it, unless ordered to do so by the 


Board of Supervisors or the co ‘ 
When asked: “Would you inteffe 
with an attempt to run the coursing?” | 


he replied: “If I was present and saw 
that the law was being violated or was 
about to be violated; I should, of 
course, do my duty and check it.’ 
The Board of Supervisors allege that 
they have no jurisdiction in the matter, 
and this opinion is assented to by the 
District Attorney, so the Sheriff cannot 
expect to get his orders from that 
quarter. Chairman A. HB. Davis waa 
questioned regarding the matter. 
“Would it, in your opinion, be the 
duty of the Sheriff to stop the coursing 
if started anywhere in this county?” 
“Yes. I should think so, if he were 


satisfied that the same conditions pre-..... 


vailed -as those upon which the de- 
cision of Justice James was based. 
The conviction was under a State law.” 

“If a deputation of citizens should 
petition you to stop the match, would 
you so instruct the Sheriff?’ 


“No. The matter lies wholly with the . 


Sheriff.” 

Dist.-Atty. J. C. Rives also gave it 
as his opinion that coursing would be 
@ Violation of the law. He gave the 
following replies to questions: 

“Would coursing, if started in this 
county, be a violation of the law?” 

“Yes, I believe it would.” 

“Is the mangling of the rabbit es- 
sential to.an infringement of the law, 
or is the mere act of chasing the 
rabbits to be deemed unlawful under 
the decision of Justice James?’ 

“I believe the decision of Justice 
James to be based on the intention 
or necessity of killing the rabbit and 
= upon the manner in which it is 

one.”’ 


“Does not that decision stand then as 


the law in the case until the defendants 


have succeeded in establishing the 


validity of the appeal?’’ 

“Yes. But the ruling does not oper- 
ate as an injunction, and the coursing 
can continue, the promoters being 


liable to renewed prosecu- 
on.’’ 


“Is it not the duty of the Sheriff to 


be present and to stop the coursing?” 
If he were present and should see 
the law violated he would be justified 
in meking arrests without a warrant, 
but the question of his being present 
lies entirely at his discretion.” 
Such are the opinions held by promt- 


nent and well-posted officials at the 


Courthouse, and the matter is evt- 
dently up to the Sheriff. That offictal 
could not be found in his offige yester- 
day afternoon, as he had left the pleas- 
ures of official life at the Courthouse at 
2 o’clock for the more _ seductive 
zephyrs and sad, waves of 
Santa Monica-by-the-sea.

ESPEE’S NEW TACT ICs. 


FERRY PROPOSITION THAT WOULD 
PLEASE IT IMMENSELY. 


Muir’s Return From His Vacation 
Followed by an Interesting and 
Remarkable Train of Events. 
Would Not Benefit the Public. 


The Southern Pacific has changed its 
tactics on the San Pedro Harbor ferry 
fight and has extended its firing line 
& mile or two down the bay. The 
change of front is credited to John 
A., Muir, the division superintendent, 
who has returned from his vacation. 

From Southern Pacific sources is 
coming a proposition to grant to M. 
Duffy, who is at present running a pas- 
senger ferry between San Pedro and 
East San Pedro, a special ferry priv- 
ilege for that route for a period of 
something under two years. In the re- 
cent hearing before the Board of Super- 
visors, such a proposition was never 
mentioned and John A. Muir, who was 
away on his vacation, did not appear at 
any time at the hearing. Muir, having 
returned, peid an early visit to the Su- 
pervisors Thursday morning. What was 
the nature of his conference with them 
may be guessed at, but yesterday Su- 
pervisors Field and Davis and Deputy. 
District-Attorney Wilbur made a visit 
at the harbor town. Duffy, the ferry- 
man, received a liberal share of their 
attention and _ since then various 
county officials have been asking why 
it wouldn’t be a good thing to settle 
the dispute on the ferry matter by 
giving Duffy a special ferry privilege. 

The proposed special privilege is, in 
other words, a temporary franchise. 
The harbor territory in question being 
in Supervisor Davis’s district, his fel- 
low-members will probably look to him 
to express his wishes in the matter, so 
that they, if they so desire, may 
vote likewise, thereby following the 
custom of courtesy between members 
of such legislative bodies. 

The matter being of importance to 
the Terminal Railway, the passengers 
of which are transported across the 
bay * San Pedro by Duffy, the views 
of T. E, Gibbon, vice-president and at- 
torney of that company, were sought 
lest evening. 

“The principal objection,” said Mr. 
Gibbon, “is that the proposed privilege 
would settle nothing for the benefit of 
the public. The Terminal is interested 
in securing the freest communication 
between all portions of San Pedro Har- 
bor to which the public has access, 
knowing that that would be of great 
benefit to the-harbor and result in its 
greater development in the future. To 
that end the Terminal has offered to 
give free a ferry landing at East San 
Pedro and one opposite its station on 
Terminal Island, both on the side .of 
the bay constructed by the Terminal, 
if the Southern Pacific willl give two 
landings on its side which the city is 
endeavoring to condemn, and one at 
Wilmington, If the public owned these 
four landings, it would admit of the es- 
tablishment of four lines of ferries, to- 
wit: Between San Pedro and East 
San Pedro, East San Pedro and Wil- 
mington, San Pedro and Terminal Isl- 
and.and Terminal Island and Wilming- 
ton, thus providing the fullest possi- 
ble communication by water between 
all points on the bay of San Pedro to 
which the public have access, or be- 
tween which points in the future com- 
munication would be likely to be im- 
portant. These would be ferries in 
which 
would admit of the transportation of 
vehicles as well as animals. 

“The proposition to give a special 
ferry privilege to Duffy, as Mr. Muir 
Suggests aS a compromise, would re- 
ears to be 
the only opportunity for the people to 
get something out of the proposition 
and for the public to get a royalty out 
of the ferry. 

“In the second place the ferry priv- 
ilege ‘could not be used by Duffy un- 


less the Southern Pacific would consent 


to his running under their wharf, and 
that consent would be subject to such 
restrictions as the Southern Pacific 
might see fit to impose, among which 
would no doubt be a restriction against 
handling freight, as exists at the pres- 
ent time. 

“In the third place, such a ferry 
would necéssarily be confined to trans- 
porting passengers in small boats and 
the public would be deprived of the 
privilege of transporting vehicles and 
animals, as it is at present. 

“The worst of it is that by accepting 
the compromise offered by Mr. Muir the 
Supervisors would deliberately refuse 
to take advantage of an opportunity to 
secure for. the county property worth 
many thousands of dollars, the use of 


which may be made to produce a large 
annual revenue for the: county in the 


future and a great convenience to the 


public in insuring the freest communi-. 


cation between all important points 
around the harbor.”

STATE OF TRADE, 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review tomorrow will gay that fail- 
ures for the first half of 1899, with banking 
and financial included, os in all accounts 
published, were 4484, with liabilities $49,664, - 
661. Commercial failures were 4853, with 
liabilities of $42,062,933, of which $16,723,353 
were manufacturing, $23,011,364 were trading. 
On the second quarter failures were the 
smallest ever reported in that quarter for 
the twenty-five years for which quarterly re- 
ports have been made by. this agency. The 
average per firm in business, $12.20, and the 
ratio of defaulted liabilities to solvent ex- 
changes, 62 cents per $1090, are both the 
smallest ever known in any quarter. In ten 
of the fourteen branches of manufacturing, 
failures were smaller than In the same 
quarter of four of the previous five years. 
The larger failures are for $100, or more, 
and were only two in trading for $224,088, 
less than a tenth of the smallest previous 
year, and only fifteen in all for $2,417,180, 
from a fifth to a tenth of previous years. 
The decrease in small failures is worth 
special study. Wheat declined %ec, exports 
being but 2,250,020 bushels for the week, flour 
included, against 2,643,149 last year for’ both 
coasts; although western receipts were 3,860,- 
523 bushels, against 618,492 last year. If the 
farmers actually carried over 65,000,000 bush- 
ers or more a year ago, after $1.25 to $2 per 
bushel had been paid at Chicago for some 
months, as one farming journal estimates, 
they need the education which they are get- 
ting, but the claim still entirely fails to ac- 
count for their liberal selling this year at 
lower prices. Contradictory guesses and

Bradstreet’s Review. 

NEW YORK, July 7.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will sq that holiday observances and 
semi-annual® stock-taking have worked to- 
ward quiet in general trade and industry, but 
it is significant_of.the favorable conditions 
ruling in this, as compared with previous 
years, that trade advices point to rather 
more than the average business being done, 
notwithstanding the checks to demand ship- 
ments above mentioned. Additional results 
of tho season’s work brought to light are 
fully as favorable as those in. Bradstreet’s 
review last week, and furnish an adequate 
basis for the general air of confidence with 
which the bubiness world faces the latter 
half of the year. Bank clearing returns fully 
bear out estimates given last week, pointing 
to ‘unprecedented totals, and enormous gains 
for the six months period over preceding 
years, while Bradstreet’s report as to prices 
points to a steady strengthening of quota- 
tions of staples, and exceptionally few de- 
creases in prices registered in June. All in- 
dications favor a total export trade little be- 
low that of last year's phenomenal total, 
what little falling-off there has been shown 
being due to reduced European ‘takings of 
American food products. Preliminary reports 
as to railroad gross earnnigs indicate excep- 
tionally good showings for the month and 
the half-yearly period, the gains, in fact, 
being. the heaviest reported this year. Dis- 
tributive business on seasonable account is 
naturally on a small scale, but orders for 
delivery are reported particularly liberal, and 
making favorable comparisons with last 
year. A strong situation is found in the 
woolen trade. Prices of better grades have 
been advanced this week on active demand 
from dealers and manufacturers, and in sym- 
pathy with the advance at London. The 
manufactured product is strong, and the new 
season opens well. Rather more strength is 
noted in lumber. Sugar has sympathized 
with tendencies of foreign markets in which 
speculative activity has figured conspicu- 
ously. The extension of the guarantee period 
on refined grades gives color to earlier re- 
ports that competition will not be especially 
bitter during the canning season. Wheat, 
including flour, shipments for the week ag- 
Bregate 3,758,972 bushels, against 3,268,998 
bushels last week, 2,728,642 in the correspond- 
ing week last year, 2,502,066 bushels in 1897; 
2,167,075 in 1896, and 2,317,237 in 1895. Busi- 
ness failures for the week number 136, as 
against 158 last week, and 241 last year. 
Business failures in Canada number 25, as 
compared with 23 last week. 

Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow will 
tay that the formal announcement of last 
Yriday week that the lease of the Boston and 
Albany has been ratified by the New York 
Central directors gave a further decided im- 
petus to speculation last Saturday. The 
market accordingly closed decidedly strong 
for the three days’ holiday, and totally dis- 
regarded both the advance of call loan rates 
to 5@6 per cent, and the unexpectedly heavy 
reduction of, bank reserve shown by the c!ear- 
inghouse averages for the week. The specu- 
lative world is inclined to regard these two 
last mentioned circumstances, as well as the 
maintenance of relatively high call loan 
rates since the holiday as a temporary effect 
of the enormous July interest and dividend 
disbursements, The fact that, Saturday, the 
Vanderbilts, grangers and standard railroad 
shares rose sharply and attracted nearly all 
the attention showed the direction which the 
movement was inclined to take. It may also 
be specially mentioned that Penunsylvania 
shares wereea feature, rising to 137%, which 
shows the importance the street attached to 
the alleged. presence of its president, Mr. 
Cassatt, at the ratification of the Central- 
Albany lease. There have been rumors that 
a compact had been made by which the 
Pennsylvania is to acquire control of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. 
That, however, is deemed impracticable and 
undestrable, and the only valid deduction 
that can be drawn from the circumstances in 
question is that unusual harmony prevails 
in the trunk line situation. London prices 
for Americans advanced on Monday and 
Tuesday, when the New York and other 
American markets were closed. When ‘the 
market reopened on Wednesday it had the 
bullish influence to support it, as well as the 
general expectation that a large part of the 
extraordinary July disbursements, amounting 
to $120,000,000 to $150;000,000, would find its 
way into Wall street for investment. The 
manipulation was mainly directed to ad- 
vancing prices in various parts of the list. 
Pools and prominent houses were active in 
connection with their specialties, while the 
bond market presented a decidedly firm ap- 
pearance. There, however, appeared to be a 
disposition to take profits on Vanderbilt and 
Sranger shares, which caused recessions 
from the early prices for these securities, 
and a number of speciaities —_ low-price 
shares came to the front. . The industrials, 
too, once more became active, and exhibited 
the influence of speculative support and buy- 
ing. These tendencies asserted themselves 
more significantly in Thursday’s trading, the 
tone of the market on that day being strong 
in the main, but were irregular in different 
parts of the list, and more of a disposition 
to pay attention to the firmness of call money 
and the failure of rates to relax immediate'y.. 
Friday the tone was generally firm, and was 
not affected by official denials of the exag- 
gerated reports about the Vanderbilt-Penn- 
sylvania alliance. The junior Vanderbilt 
stocks were strong features, and advances 
were also recorded in most of the Gould 
properties.

LAST TROOPER HAS DEPARTED 
FROM LAS VEGAS. 


| The Little New Mexico City Well 

Pleased With the Gallant 
Warriors and Likewise 

With Itwelf. 


Place Was More Widely Advertised 
Than Ever Before and Did 
Its Best to Make the 
Guests Happy. 


Fifty Thousand Dollars Ahead and 
Wants “the Boys’? to Come 
4gain—No Longer “Wild 
and Woolly.” 


EAST LAS VEGAS (N. M.,) July 2. 
—[Regular Correspondence.] The city 
of Las Vegas is done with the Rough 
| Riders’ reunion and the last visiting 
trooper has departed beyond her gates. 
Now is the time for the reckoning. 
It is an agreeable one. Every visitor 
has gone forth with the most enthusi- 
astic praise for Las Vegas, while her 
|} citizens are contentedly counting up 
their gains, both of finance and of 
publicity. For the Rough Riders’. re- 
union for awhile made of Las Vegas 
the best advertised town on the conti- 
nent. The assemblage again of that 
most remarkable body of men was 
sufficient to bring from the farthest 
parts of the Union those who best ap- 
preciate patriotic valor. This was a 
potent attraction, but greatest of all 
was the presence of Gov. Theodore 
Roosevelt, once leader of the great 
regiment and now the executive officer 
of one of the greatest of the American 
States. The proceedings of the regi- 
mental society meetings and the fea- 
tures of the programme of entertain- 
ment provided by the local committee 
were printed in thousands of journals 
all over the Union, and Las Vegas se- 
cured a degree of advertising such as 
she has never before known. Of 
visitors there were, approximately, 
from beyond the city, 8000, the city's 
population thus being more than 
doubled for a time. Yet there was no 
trouble over accommodations. The ho- 
tels and the private houses accommo- 
dated the guests with comfort to all 
and at prices that were in no case un- 
reasonable. The Rough Riders of the 
rank and file were accommodated in 
camp, the tents pitched in the city’s 
main park, and were fed puon the very 
best that. could be found. 

Arrangements were in the hands of 
@ general committee of twenty-five, 
headed by A. H. Whittemore an4d with 
R. E. Rankin as sécretary. Among 
the sub-committees, especially effective 
was the work of that on advertising, 
headed by R. E. Twitchell, local coun- 
sel of the Santa Fé road. Frank 
Springer of the Maxwell Grant Com- 
pany, was. chairman of the 
Committeé, D. T. Lowery of that on 
Sports and A. H. Nicodemus of that 
on Entertainment. 

All in all, the Las Vegan committee 
expended about $10,000, the money con- 
tributed mainly by the merchants of 
East. Las Vegas, and of the older town 
to the westward. The money has been 
returned with usury. According to a 
prominent merchant, “I estimate that 
Las Vegas is ahead on the reunion 
about $50.000."” One of the saloons did 
in three days’ business to the amount of 
$3500. These figures constitute a trib- 
ute to the infinite canacity of the 
Rough Riders, for it has been remark- 
able that hardly an intoxicated man 
vias to be seen during the week, and 
that the police force has had little to 
do save in the role of guides and in the 
reception of street-corner tales of 
woe. All these facts are very gratify- 
ing to the public-spirited citizens whu 
conducted the affair, and that are even 
now looking forward to entertaining 
the regiment at some future meeting. 
There can be no doubt that the regi- 
ment to a man will be pleased to re- 
turn. The officers, deiightfully domi- 
ciled and charmingly entertained at the 
Hotel Castefiada, 
courtesies that assuredly will cause 
them to consider their visit one of the 
most enjoyable experiences of a life- 
time. 

In bygone years, Las Vegas was re- 
nowned as one of the wildest and 
‘“wooliest’” towns in the Southwest. 
Wool is stil a prominent factor in her 
commerce, but the wildness has disap- 
peared. There are here to be found all 
the attributes of a modern city, and 
few, if any, of those of the frontier 
camp. The crime record is of the 
shortest, and only two policemen are 
needed to maintain the peace. Drunk- 
enness is rare, and petty thieving is al- 
most unknown. ‘I consider it a re- 
markable fact that we were able to 
bar away from the town during the 
‘reunion all the fakirs and tramps that 
usually swarm on such occasions. It 
was a difficult thing to do, but we did 
said a committeeman. 

The success achieved by Las Vegas 
in her management of the reunion is 
only another evidence of the entire 
capability of her citizens to handle to 
their best advantage the extraordinary 
natural advantages possessed by their 
town and its locality. Las Vegas is 
rated at only 8000 population, about 
equally 
end, East Las Vegas, and the original 
settlement, generally called “Old 
Town.” In the latter almost exclu- 
sively resides the Mexican population; 
in the former can be found some of the 
strongest business firms in the fSouth- 
west. 

Las Vegas may be called the center 
of the live-stock interests of New 
Mexico. Of wool alone last year were 
shipped 66,000,000 pounds. To the city 
concentrates the trade of a score of 
communities within a radius of more 
than 100 miles. The railroad receipts of 
freight are enormous. Most of the 
goods received are for the consumers 
of the stock-raising districts. With 
them prevails the old-fashioned system 
of long credits.’ That the system has 
worked well is shown by the statement 
made by a local merchant that not for 
years had a sheep-grower defaulted in 
his payments, and that there had never 
been-in the town a commercial failure 
of appreciable magnitude. 

To the westward of Las Vegas lies a 
region that is acknowledged the richest 
in New Mexico. The Taos Valley has 
been cultivated ever since the Spanish 

adres first came, and before them had 

een for centuries the home of Pueblo 

Indians, who tilled the soil much as 
they till it today. Fully 125,000 acres 
of land are there, available for cultiva- 
tion. The rainfall is heavier than in 
most parts of the southwest, and from 
streams that never run dry may be ob- 
tained about 30,000 miners’ inches of 
water for irrigation. The altitude is 
considerable, and the climate is best 
adapted for the production of the ce- 
reals and of deciduous fruits.

railway, ninety miles in length. The 
roposition has been assured through 
the recent visit to Taos H. U. 
Mudge, general superintendent of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Raill- 
road, Chief Engineer Dun of the same 
road, and a number of capitalists from 
New York. The New Yorkers are to 
build the road, but are to receive ma- 
terial concessions from the Santa Fé. 
There exists no doubt concerning the 
business feasibility of the project. The 
lowest estimate is that two trains each 
way a day will be needed to care for 
Beside the agricul- 
tural capabilities of the line, the road 
will pass through an immense timber 
forest, and will tap a mining district 
that has already produced $5,000,000 in 
gold, and that has on hand millions of 
town of low-grade ores awaiting cheap 
transportation to reduction ‘works. 
There is to be established at Las Vegas 
a large smelter. For this the town is 
favorably situated, midway between 
coal fields, where fuel and fluxes can 
most readily be obtained. It can read- 
ily be seen why the Santa Fé should 
especially favor the scheme. It would 
at once become one of the greatest 
feeders of the main line. 

The citizens of Las Vegas have for 
years been,alive to the advantages 
that would accrue to all interested 
through the construction of this rail- 
way. Albert L. M. Ross and Col. M. 
H. Alburger have the matter in hand 
locally, and are quietly rejoicing in the 
assurances of success. 

The vicinty of Las Vegas is rich in 
scenic attractions. The summer cli- 
mate is delightful. Back of the city

resort, because of nearby medicinal] hot 
springs. Farther up the same valley, 


from the Rio Gallinas, is taken the 


water supply of Las Vegas. From the 
river, also, is obtained the ice supply 
of the Santa Fé Railroad in the South- 
west. At intervals are artificial lakes, 
and ice-houses, a dozen or more, are 
reached by a special railroad spur that 
penetrates the hills five miles beyond 
the hot springs. Ten miles back of 
the springs is El Porvenir, a mountain 
resort of considerable attractiveness. 
Above it frowns the precipitous heights 
of Hermit Peak, whére for years upon 
its summit there lived an  anchorite 
who taught the Mexicans a new re- 
ligious cult and who still is revered 
as a prophet by a small sect, to whom 
the mountain top is at once Mecca 
and sanctuary. 


ALBUQUERQUE MONEY. 


Proofs of Prosperity—Sanitariam 
for Army Consumptives. 

ALBUQUERQUE, July 5.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The statement of one 
of the bank of Albuquerque, showing 
deposits of over $1,400,000, evidences the 
prosperity of this city of less than 12,000 
population. Being the trade center of 
an area greater than that of the six 
New England States and New York 
combined, the products of which in 
gold, silver, copper, lead, coal, lumber, 
cattle and sheep are enormous, and 
find their way to the market through 
it, there is amnle foundation for the 
prosperity of Albuquerque. The sheep 
and wool products of New Mexico ajsone 
brought into the Territory during the 
year 1898, a sum of money sufficient to 
give about $24 to every man, woman and 
child of the total population. The agri- 
cultural departmert at 
estimates that New Mexico will produce 
tris year 30,000 tons of sugar beets and 
out of that quantity 3000 tons of sugar. 

It is quite certain that Fort Bayard, 
in Grant county, will be made a sani- 
tarium for consumntives from the 
army, just as Fort Stanton will be 
especially for those from the navy.

ISTHMIAN CANAL COMMISSION. 


It is Considering Details of Work 
Before Various Committees. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The Isthmian 
Canal Commission,’ the successor of 
the Nicaraguan Canal Commission, is 
considering the details of the work be- 
fore the various committees, the per- 
sonnel of which was announced about 
a week ago. Lieut. Sidney A. Staun- 
ton of the New York was chosen sec- 
retary of the commission. The Pan- 
ama Canal section of the commission 
will probably visit Paris, and  ar- 
rangements are making to that end. 

The work of the old, commission un- 
der the previous appropriation is he- 
ing rapidly wound up, owing to the 
decision of the Treasury Department 
that the old appropriation does not 
hold over, except in the case of con- 
tracts already entered into. This will 
throw the printing of the Nicaragua 
report on the appropriation. The re- 
port has just reached the public 
printer, so that its publication is a 
matter of the distant future. 

The observation work begun by the 
old commission is being kept up, and 
four additional men will be sent to the 
field by Saturday’s steamer from New 
York. They are J. O. Jones of Ala- 
bama, and Thomas F. Boltz of Phila- 
delphia, both with the expedition last 
year, and Standford A- Harris of North 
Carolina, and W. C. G. Magruder of 
Washington, both new appointees. 
The commission is hurrying to make 
up its plans and it is thought. the 
majority of the members will sail for 
the isthmus by the end of July. 


MASSACRE OF AMERICANS. 


Officials Instructed to Investigate 
Rumors of One in Brazil. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING R&PORT.|] 


CHICAGO, July 7.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says 
Secretary Hay has sent instructions to 
Ministet Bryan at Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, and Consul Ruffin at Asuncion, 
Paraguay, directing them to investi- 
gate the report of the massacre of an 
expedition, of which Americans were 
members, on the Kings River in 
Brazil. 

A report received several days ago 
from Minister Buchanan from Buenos 
Ayres, reported that a Mrs. Wil- 
liams, whose brother resides in Ash- 
ville, N. C., and whcse husband was 
a member of the ill-fated expedition, 
is in distress in Buenos Ayres, where 
she was to await her husband’s re- 
turn. 

No expectation is entertained by the 
State Department officials that they 
can be called upon to identify the 
heirs of the Americans killed, as they 
don’t know when they started upon 
their exploration, and that the 
Brazilian government would not pro- 
tect them from the savage Indians of 
the interior.

CORONER'S TROUBLES. 


BVIDENCE TAKEN IN THE BODY- 
SNATCHING CASE. 


“ Justice Morgan Refuses to Decide 

Offhand Whether Bresee and 

: va Shafer Obstructed a Public Of- 

Beis ficial in the Discharge of His 
Duty. 


A week hence Justice Morgan will 
decide whether Ernest H. Bresee and 
BE. M. Shafer obstructed the Coroner 
in the discharge of his duty by taking 
‘charge of the body of Mrs. Earl Han- 
chette, who was murdered by her hus- 
band in the Columbia lodging-house, 
ofn*the morning of June 1. Incidentally 
the decision will touch on the preroga- 
tive of the Coroner to pay his political 
debts by bartering in the corpses of 
victims of violent deaths. 
’ At the trial of Bresee and Shafer yes- 
‘terday evidence, was introduced ‘to 
show that following closely on the 
death of Mrs. Hanchette, the closest 
friend of the dead woman requested 
Bresee Bros. to take charge of the 
tbody and prepare it for burial. They 
immediately sent their dead wagon to 
remove the remains. In the mean 
time the Coroner, who had been notified 
of the tragedy, ordered C. D. Howry to 
Yemove the remains to Howry’s under- 
taking rooms, where the Coroner Iin- 
tended that the inquest should be held. 
‘But Howry’s wagon arrived too late tu 
Ret the body, as Bresee Bros. had got 
there first and taken charge of the re- 
mains. When Coroner Holland heard 
of this he was wroth, for the Bresees 
ad antagonized him in his election, 
‘and he had resolved that they should 
“have fione of the patronagé of the of- 
fice. The Coroner, accordingly, made a 
werbal demand for the return of the 
body to the spot where it had’ been 
found. This demand went unheeded; 
then the Coroner served a written order 
‘on the Bresees for the custody of the 
body, but this also was ignored. 
The Bresees were strengthened in} 
their position by written authority 
‘from the only living relative of young 
‘Hanchette in this city, to retain the 
body, and also to take charge of the | 
remains of Hanchette in case of his 
‘death from his self-inflicted wound. 
' Failing to induce the Bresees to sur- 
‘render the body, the Coroner impaneled 
‘a jury at Howry’s place, marched them 
to Bresee’s, where they viewed the 
“body, then returned to Howry’s and 
held the inquest. The defense yester- 
‘day introduced testimony to show that 
“every facility was afforded’ the Cor- 
“oner to hold the inquest at Bresee’s, 
‘and that no obstacle was placed in his 
“way whatever, the Coroner’s only ex- 
‘cuse for not holding the inquest there 
‘being political enmity for the firm who 
‘took charge of the body without his 
permission. 
* Coroner Holland, on cross-examina- 
tion, admitted that he was not on 
‘friendly terms with the Bresees, but 
defended his course in demanding that 
‘they should surrender the corpse, on 
the ground that no one had a right to 
‘remove a body that came under the 
-Coroner’s jurisdiction, without his ex- 
plicit orders. He testified that he was 
“busy with another case at the time the 
‘Hanchette tragedy reported to 
him, and did not have time to view the 
remains where found, immediately, so 
the deputized his friend Howry to take 
charge 
The Coroner did not charge that he 
“was obstructed in the holding of an in- 
‘quest over the remains of the husband 
of the murdered woman, who died ‘a 
‘few days later as the result of his self- 
‘inflicted wound. This body was also 
‘taken charge of by the Bresees, at 
‘whose place the inquest was held. 
There was no conflict of testimony at 
‘yesterday’s trial, as to the principal 
‘facts of the case. The only question 
for the court to decide was whether the 
‘Bresees were not technically guilty of 
% misdemeanor in having removed the 
‘body of Mrs. Hanchette without - his 
-Jonsent, before he or any representa- 
itive of his had viewed the remains. 
_ The court took this question under ad- 
-visement until July 15, after hearing 
the points involved argued pro and con 
‘by the counsel engaged+in the case. 
James Burdette assisted Deputy Dis- 
‘trict Attorney Chambers in the prose- 
cution. Henry Bleecker and T. C.- 
Watrons Sonducted the defense, . 
n attempt was made by the def 
‘to show the slipshod methods of "the

to the scandal occasioned by the al- 
‘leged suicide of Miss Dearborn in the 
County Hospital, and the Coroner's 
connivance in suppressing facts in re- 
ard to the tragedy and hurrying the 
dead girl into a pauper’s grave before 
her friends had an opportunity to learn 
Pthat she was dead. The court, how. 
ever, ruled out all testimonv except 
qhat bearing directly on the Hanchette 
case.
